The  changes  here  made  from  former  editions  are  those  which  experience  baa 
proved  to  be  desirable,  They  consist  in  restoring  the  harmonies  to  their  original 
simplicity — inserting  eighty-four  new  tnnes — designating  the  tones  as  Ear 
possible  by  appropriate  and  Scriptural  Dames,  and  arranging  so  thai  all  the 
Psalms  and  Hymns  (excepting  three  only  of  peculiar  metres)  may  be  rang  by 
the  congregation  The  Chants,  and  several  of  the  I'sahns  and  Hymns,  are 
arranged  for  responsive  singing  between  the  choir  and  congregation — it  i 
scarcely  be  mentioned  thai  the  directions  for  this  purpose  may  !»<•  passed  over  by

Ohubob   Music  in  the  Episcopal  Church  is  just  now  in  a  transition  state. 
Many  circumstances  combine  to  produce  this  uncertain  and  unhappy  condition. 
The  old  ride,  non  quieta  movere,  might  have  been  wisely  applied  twenty  years 
ago,     But  it  was  not  thought  of  when  those  in  power,  yielding  to  the  pn  - 
of  objections  which  were  urged  from  many  quarters,  attempted  to  cure  the  evils 
Which  were  acknowledged,  by  legislation.     Music  depends  upon  tastes  in   the 
public — you  cannot  always  regulate  tastes  by  law.     You  can  only  disturb  and 
derange  the  tendencies  of  the  public  feeling  by  pragmatic  attempt-  to  command 
men  to  like  what  they  may  require  the  faculties  for  appreciating,  and  the  pi 
dent  usages  for  comprehending  and  accomplishing.     We  love  certain  tun 
instinct.     No  law  will  forbid  our  liking  them;  no  statute  can  prevent  the  dislike 
of  others,  it'  it  is  genuine. 

Congregational  music  is  almost  unknown  in  the  Episcopal  Church.     We 
heard  of  one  church  where  it  was  reported  to  be  a  success.    We  wenl  to  hear  it.

effect  is  produced  by  voluntary  singing.    Yet  singing  ought  to  be  effective,  and 
only  second  to  the  prayers.     We  have  often  to  lament  that,  as  a  matter  of  art, 

"  Hosannas  languish  on  our  tongues, 
And  our  devotion  dies." 

Oh  that  the  people  could  feel  what  a  power  for  melting  and  rending  the  hard 
intellectual  doubts  of  sinners,  exists  in  the  full-hearted  rendering  of  the  songs  of 
the  sanctuary!  How  often  after  a  hymn  badly  and  thinly  given,  the  preacher 
begins  to  tell  of  the  love  of  Jesus,  with  his  aesthetic  temperament  at  zero !  He 
toils  to  infuse  warmth  into  his  words  to  kindle  his  own  heart,  and  rouse  the 
careless ;  but  he  cannot  help  it,  he  runs  off  into  the  mere  intellectualities  of 
religion.  He  becomes  a  dry  and  sapless  commentator,  or  invents  for  the  occa- 
sion some  novelty,  which  may  get  him  and  them  through  the  exercise.  He 
needed  the  warm  glow  of  sympathy  to  start  on.  He  needed  to  forget  all  but 
one  thing — that  there  is  a  heart-life  in  which  he  can  most  truly  speak  the  winged 
words  of  life.  Hearty  responses  and  genial  free-throated  choral  singing  would 
call  down  the  Holy  Ghost  in  many  a  lecture-room,  where  now  the  hearers 
wonder  why  they  go  away  so  unblessed.  If  by  a  miracle  there  could  be  sent 
through  our  chapels  during  Lent  a  full  hearty  system  of  responsive  worship  and 
song,  the  results  in  winning  men  to  turn  aside  from  woridliness,<and  "hasten! 
mercy  to  implore,"  would  be  immediately  visible. 

"  Hymns  Ancient  and  Modern "  have  helped  us  in  some  measure,  but  only 
in  some  measure.  They  are  exotics.  There  has  been  a  marked  change  in  the 
ideal  of  that  work  since  it  was  originally  issued.  The  Appendix  is  very  different 
from  the  first  portion ;  larger-hearted,  richer  in  harmony,  and  more  artistic  and 
diversified.  The  best  of  these  hymns  and  tunes  will  never  be  given  up  by 
Churchmen.  In  simplicity  some  of  them  are  inestimably  precious.  In  attain- 
able harmonies  and  variety  of  counterpoint,  others  will  be  claimed  as  the  very 
ideal  of  true  religious  art.  But  other  tunes  are  purely  English,  and  what 
Americans  will  esteem  to  be  sloic.  They  will  suit  the  sober  style  of  the  Anglican, 
but  will  be  "  unhonored  and  unsung  "  among  us.  Meanwhile  there  is  in  a  broad 
sense  an  accepted  schedule  of  American  Church  music.  We  were  once  taught 
to  expect  it,  when  the  Tune-booh  wasjordered.  It  failed.  There  are  some  things 
which  you  can  neither  command  nor  purchase.  "Xascitur"  is  the  rule  in  the 
region  of  taste. 

TVe  are  led  to  these  remarks  after  diligent  examination  of  the  book  of  Com- 
mon Praise.  The  compilers  have  evidently  gone  by  the  same  rule  in  this  book 
which  appears  in  the  two  former  popular  selections  by  the  same  firm,  which  is, 
to  take  such  tunes  as  are  actually  in  use.  The  taste  of  the  selection  is  to  be 
accredited  to  the  popular  taste — not  to  them.  Tliey  can  claim  for  their  tunes, 
that  American  Christians  have  actually  adopted  them :  and  if  they  are  not  all  what 
they  ought  to  be,  they  are  at  least  the  tunes  that  can  be  sung,  and  are  sung  by  the 
common  people  in  this  country.     The  variety  is  broad,  extending  from  Olmutz  to

Warren.  We  have  heard  the  bulk  of  these  tunes  sung  in  churches  and  I.  cture- 
roorns,  and  would  venture  togiveoul  mosl  ft"  them  to  any  congregation  withoul 
hesitation.  They  have  been  selected  from  all  Bources,  and  withoul  regard  t  i  the 
theories  which  have  narrowed  other  attempts,  If  an  Englishman  were  to  ask 
us  for  a  single  work  which  should  manifest  the  medium  of  taste  in  choral  music 
in  this  country,  we  Bhould  put  this  work  into  his  hands.  If  a  countrj  chori 
Bhould  ask  for  one  honk,  in  supply  the  wants  of  an  ordinary  choir,  we  Bhould 
declare  this  his  besi  multum  in  parvo,    h  has  the  besi  of  Greatorex,  the  Boston 

Academy,  the  Music  of  the  Church,  and  the  Grace  Church  Collections,  and 
sonic  sheet  music  added.  In  a  word,  it  is  what  the  Turn-hook,  in  our  judgment, 
ought  to  have  been.
